CRONJE’S SURRENDER. 


"You Have Made a Gullant Defence,Sir,"" 
Were Gen. Roberts’ Words as They- 
Shook Hands, 

Paardeberg, Tuesday, Feb. 27. — 
(8 a.m.)—The British camp was 
aWakened by the continued rattle of 
rifle fre at daybreak and the news 
arrived that the Canadians, while 
building a trench quite close to the 
enemy, had been fusilladed at a range } 
or 50 yards, The Canadians gallant- | 
ly worked forward and occupied the 
edge of the trenches along the river, 
entirely enfilading the Boers, ‘This 
movement Was followed by a cessa- 
tion of the fire, except for an occas- 
jonal shot. Suddenly a regiment sta- 
tioned on the crest of a hill perceiv- 
ed a white flag 4nd burst into cheers, 
thus first announcing the surrender 
of Gen. Cronje. 

Shortly afterwards a note reached 
Lord Roberts, bringing tidings of the 
Boers’ unconditional surrender. Gen, 
Prettyman was sent to accept the 
surrender. 

At about 7 o'clock a small group 
of men appeared in the distance, 
crossing the plain towards head- 
quarters. .

Being apprised of Gen. Cronje’s ap- 
proach, Lord Roberts went to the 
front in the modest cart in which he 
sleeps, and ordered a guard of the 
Seaforths to line up. <A group of 
horsemen then approached, On Gen. 
Prettyman’s right rode an elderly 
man, clad in a rough, short over- 
coat, a wide brimmed hat, ordinary 
tiveed trousers and brown shoes. It 
was the redoubtable Cronje. His 
faco Was burned almost black and his 
curly beard was tinged with gray, 

Lord Roberts was surrounded 
his staff when Gen, Prettyman, 
dressing the field marshal, said: 

“Commandant Cronje, sir.’ 

The commandant touched his hat 
in salute and Lord Roberts saluted in 
return, The whole group then dis- 
mounted and Lord Roberts stepped 
forward and shook hands with the 
Toer commander. ‘*You made a gal- 
lant defence, sir,’’ was the first sal- 
utation of Lord Roberts to the van- 
quished Boer leader, He then mo- 
tioned Gen, Cronfe to a seat in a 
chair which had been brought for his 
accommodation and the two officers 
conversed through an interpreter,

LORD ROBERTS MADE A SPEECH 

Kimberley, March 1,—Lord Roberts and ‘Gen Kitchener arrived here 
this morning and were warmly welcomed by the munioipal officials, and 

thanked for the successful f of the town. Lord Roberts said that 
it had given him great to assist Kimberley in her time of need 
and that he was glad he had an opportunity of visiting the town. He 
found that he had a day off so had wome, but would have to lenve to- 
morrow. There is great exoitement and vicings h er the reliel of 

Ladysmith. Lord Roberts and Gen. Kitchener were 10 guests of Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes while here. 

GREAT PRECAUTIONS TO GUARD GEN. CRONJE. 

Orange River, March 1.—Gen. Cronje and his wife passed here last night 
en route to Cupe Town. Elaborate precautions had been taken to prevent 
the public from seeing him. Even the officers were ordered off of the sta- 
tion, and the refr ment room wis kept closed before his arrival, to the 
Wiscomfort of the Killborough passengers. 

Gen. Cronje looks dejected and mi and bas grown more gray. He 
entered the refreshment room, accompanied by his wife, son and an in- 
terpreter and Gen, Prettyman and staff. Taking his seat at « table Gen 
Cronje covered his face with his hands for a few minutes as he engaged in 
prayer. 

BOERS WERE GLAD 10 BESAPE IN CAPTIVITY. 

Paardeberg, Wednesday, Feb. 28, All the prisoners were paraded yes- 
terday afternoon. They extended in a long train across the plain and as 
fur as possible were arranged in commandos. The Free Staters were 
kept separated from the Transvaalens. The look upon the faces of the 
men as they passed mu it impossible to argive at any other conclusion 
than that they were all overjoyed at their release from the daily hell 
of shell and shot, which they had been experievcing lately. Many did 
not even take the trouble to conceal their delight from the soldie 
guarding them. They chatted freely with the British, discussing the dif- 
ferent battles in which they had fought. 

LOERS ADMIRE THE HIGHLANDERS. 

All the prisoners have an intense admiration tor the bravery and pluck 
of the Highlanders, and they freely confess thai they are incapable of 
the dash and go of the British. Some of the sick prisoners have given a 
vivid description of Gen. Cronje’s night march. I Megan ina panic, and 
terrible confusion prevailed throughout. The huge wagons crowded the 
narrow road; there was an utter lack of order and desertions were nu- 
merous. ‘Ube Boer rations consisted of one pound and a half of fresh meat 
daily and one pound and a half of coffee, three pounds of sugar and five 
pounds of flour per man weekly. Every man who was off duty visited 
the Boer Inager yesterday, and the crowd of curious Tommies spent the 
day in’ searching every nook and corner. After what might prove useful 
the army had been secured the soldiers were allowed to take whutever 
they liked. The men carried off clothing, kettles and cups and even 
umbrellas. The latest reports announces that a large force of Boers is 
operating ten miles away on the British flank.

WHAT WE MAY EXPECT. 
London, March 2, 2 p.m.—With no prospect of any exciting news from 
Ladysmith in the near future, all eyes turn once more towards Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts and his advance into the Orange Tree State. The 
columns of the afternoon newspapers are almost unanimous in expecting 
the main stand of the Boers to occur #t Wyndburgh, or in its vicinity. 
Before Lord Roberts’ advance on Bloemfontein can become effective the 
strong force of Boers already gath-ered south west of Paardeberg must 
be dispersed. The Lritish lack remounts and the necessity of a thorough 
transport organization may delay a decisive action in this quarter for sev- 
eral days. Mafeking alone now awaits relief and a force to accom- 
plish this is probably already on its way. 
COUNTING THE FRIGHTFUL COs’, 
New York, March 2.—Special cables to the morning papers deal consid- 
erably with the cost of the relief of Ladysmith to the British forces.

Buller’s loss, killed and 
wounded, 3,500, captured, 753, Totallogs, White and Buller, 6,412, 
WINSTON CHURCHILL TELLS THE STORY. 
‘ On the actual relief of the place Winston Churchill sends an .nierest- 
ing account, in which he says: “During the afternoon of the 28th Cay- 
alry Brigades pressed forward from Murdock toward Bulwana Hill, under 
Dundonald, in the direction of Ladysmith, The Moers fired on the ad- 
vancing troops with urlillery stationed on Bulwana Hill, About four 
p.m. Major Gough's iment, which was in advance found thut the ridges 
surrounding and encircling Ladysmith were apparently unoccupied. He 
reported this to Dundonald, who thereupon determined lo ride through 
the gap and reach the town with two squadrons of the Imperial Light 
Horse and Carbiueers. The rest of the Brigade was sent back to Gen. 
Buller’s picket line, when we started for Ladysmith there was only an 
hour of daylight left. The troops galloped on swiftly in spite of the rough 
ground up and down hill, through dongas and scrubock, till we could seo 
the British guns flashing from Wagon Hill. Then it went on faster till 
suddenly there was a chalienge'Who goes there?” “The Ludysinith re- 
lieving arms,” was the reply. The tattered and almost bootless nen of 
Ladysmith crowdea around, cheering feebly. Even in the gloom one could 
Ree how thin and pale they looked,but how glad. The relieving force was 
conducted in triumph inlo the town headquarters, where they met White, 
Hunter, Hamilton and all the heroes of the defense.

The First Contingent. 


Hon. Dr. Borden in answer to ques: 
tions said the blankets given to the 
contingents numbered 4,400 and cost 
$1.60 a piece. The system of selec: 
tion of officers for the contingents 
was one of fitness and character, as 
well as military knowledge, ‘The 
first contingent was made up of 18 
officers and 877 non-commissioned afr 
ficers and men from Ontario, 16 and 
240 from Quebec, 8 and 106 from 
New Brunswick, 8 and 181 from 
Nova Scotia, 2 and 61 from British 
Columbia, 1 and 58 from Manitoba, 1 
and 80 from Prince Edward Island. 
It is the intention of the Government 
to strengthen and increase the ambu- 
lance arm of the militia, 

The total expense to date for trans- 
porting Canadian troops into and 
out of the Yukon, and for their 
maintenance has been $596,542. 

The time within which farmers will 
be permitted to purchase binder twine

The Contingent Resolution,

Cc, D, E an& F Companies accord- 
ingly advanced at three o'clock in the 
morning, the two lines extending 
along the river for four hundred 
yards jn front of the enemy's laager, 
Tho Opst ling had fixed bayonets, 
while the second line carried shovels 
and picks. 

B Company was held reserve, 
with G and H Companies as sup- 
ports. The line advanced within 
ity yards of the enemy's trenches in 
doud silence, when they met a most 
tremendous fusilade from Lhe unseen 
foe, The most admirable discipline 
prevailed, The men, obeying thelr 
instructions, fell on their faces to 
uvoid the fire, and remained silent, 
Not a shot was fired, until the Shrop- 
shires’ left flank poured yolleys into 
the enemy. The Canadians then re- 
tired to the trenches they had occu- 
pied on the previous day and remain- 
ed there until dayHght, having cheech- 
ed the Boers’ advance.

strous absurdity. The reason the 
bill was introduced was that the 
Government had no business ready 
and put forward Mr. Mulock to bring 
in a deceased bill, The bill was the 
necessity «of the Government 

The debate for over an hour bristl- 
ed with the most bitter and acclmon- 
fous personalities, during which time 
the Speaker had several times to call 
for order, 

After Messrs. MeMullen, 
Foster, Casey and Bell (P:B.T.) had 
spoken, Mr. Foster moved that the 
bill be given the six months’ hoist. 

Sir Louis Davies denounced the act 
jun of the Senate last year. Some 
method would have to be resorted to 
to undo the work of the acts of 1882 
and 1892. 

Hon. William Paterson eulogized the 
bill, He said that the Senate had 
overridden the will of the people ex- 
pressed in the House of Commons last 
session, but the Senators were still 
amenable to principles of justice and 
right, and that was the reason the 
bill had been reintroduced, Princi- 
ples should not be departed from. The 
bill would be pressed till it was pass- 
ed. 

Mr. MeNeill (North Bruce), Mr. 
Semple (North Wyllington;, Mr, Tene 
derson, Dr. Macdonald ¢furon), Mr 
McInerney (Kent, N.B,), Mr. MeMil- 
lan followed, and Mr, Ellis of st 
John declared with regret that he 
would have to vote against his party 
on the measure, as he considered that 
it was an injustice to give the cit, 
and county of St. John only two 
members, in view of the fact thac 
the population of the two constitu- 
encies totalled over 55,000. 

The House divided on Mr. Foster's 
amendnient at 11 o'clock, It was de- 
clared Jost, and the bill was passed 
through its second reading.

Montreal, March 3, -— There was 
another students riot in Montreal 
last night, and at one time it looked 
as if there would be serious trouble. 
The students of Laval University, the 
leading Frendh-Canadian Institution, 
and the French population generally, 
were greatly incensed at the 
bing of the Laval building Thursday 
night by the McGill students because 
the British flag was not hoisted in 
honor of the relief of Ladysmith 
Yesterday a counter demonstration 
was organized by the Laval students 
who paraded the streets. Last night 
the students Ww reinforced by near- 
ly five thousand sympathizers, and a 
big demonstration took place. 

Flauuted the Tri-Color. 

Carrying the tri-color, the French 
flag, the students marched down to 
St. James street and made a hostile 
demonstration in front of the office 
of The Star, the leading English 
newspaper, ‘The Union Jack, which 
was flying from The Star building, 
was torn down and trampled under 
foot. The French students sang the 
“Marseillaise™ and cheered  them- 
selves hoarge. The tearing down of 
the flag resulted in a free fight, in 
which revolver shots Were tired and 
blows wore exchanged, 

Several People Badly Hurt. 

Several people were badly hurt in 
the melee, The report spread that 
the students Were on their Way to 
attack McGill University and « big 
force of police were despatched — to 

The French students,

A WONDERFUL SURGICAL FEAT.

Mr, MoNelll Says the Article in La Pa 
Was Little Short of Criminal—M, P. 
Debate It, 


Ottawa, March 6. — One never 
keows what is going to happen at 
Any moment in the House. There was 
a bill on the order paper yesterday; 
but nobody cared a rap for it; it was 
never reached. Mr, MeNeill gave the 
tinge to a most heated discussion 
When he called the attention of the 
members to the recent riots in Mont- 
real, He recounted the incident of 
the students’ affray, and read the edi- 
torial of March 2 from La Patric, in 
Which the squabble was treated as if 
it was an organized attempt of the 
Conservatives to intimidate the 
French-Canadians, 

Je Was Criminal Article. 

Mr. MeNeill characterized the arti- 
cle as a wicked production, penned 
deliberately for an evil purpose, little 
Jess than criminal. He was inclined 
to believe that Kruger’s agents had 
subsidized a portion of the press in 
Canada, He called upon Mr, Tarte'’s 
colleagues to stifle a propaganda that 
could have but a disastrous end. 

Sir WHfrid Forced to tine. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he thought 
Mr. MeNeill would not, when he read 
them in cold blood, be proud of his 
Words insinuating that Kruger had 
inspired La Patrie’s words, and was 
at the bottom of the unfortunate in- 
cident in Montreal. He did not at- 
tach much importance to the fracas, 
and argued, ‘Boys will be boys for 
ever."’ The harm was done by the 
Montreal press commending the Eng- 
lish students for giving the Feench 
Students a lesson in loyalty, The 
Prethier said he did not know who 
trampled the British flag into the 
dust, though it was well to remem- 
ber that there were Canadians of 
French blood who were carrying the 
flag in South Africa.

Militia Order Sent Out Which Gives Can- 
adian Boys Another Chance to Serve 
the Qa 


Ottawa, March 6.—A militia order 
issued last night provides for the 
formation of a provisional battalion 
of infantry from the active militia 
(the permanent corps, cavalry and 
ficld artillery, and the active militia 
of the city of Halifax, which is al- 
ready allotted to the defence of Hal- 
ifax in the Imperial defence scheme, 
excepted), is authorized to replace 
temporarily the 1st Battalion, Prince 
of Wales’ Leinster Regiment (Royal 
Canadians), at Halifax. 

One Heuterant-colonel, two majors one 
adjutant, eight captains, elght Neutenants, 
elght second lieutenants, ove quartermaster;

8 LONDON’S TRIBUTE TO VICTORIA THE GOOD, 

London, March 8.—The Quees’s entry into London, the commencement 
of ber visit to the Metropolis, was marked by scenes of enthusiasm un- 
paralelled since the Jubilee celebration. Throughout the demonstration 
there predominated a note of triumph, and the cheers that made the 
murky streets ring were almost as much’ in honor of the British vic- 
tories in South Africa, as they were vociferous tributes of a loyal 
people to a monarch who's womanly sympathy has been so strikingly 
shown since the war began. ‘The Royal party's departure from Wind- 
sor was marked by more than usual interest. For hours before the 
Queen even started for London, cnowds gathered in the streets which 
hud been announced as her route through the Metropolis and which 
were decorated with flags. When the train from Windsor arrived at 
12:30 p.m., a tremendous cheer went up. Her Majesty came dowr 
the slippery platform leaning on the arm of a turbaned Indian attend- 
ant, and entered an open landau ini which also sat Princess Henry of 
Battenberg and Princess Victoria) of Schleswig-Holstein. They alk 
wore black, and around her neck the Queen had a sable collar. From 
the packed sidewalks and from every available window came a contin- 
ous roar of cheers. By noon it was estimated that fifty thousand people 
were gathered to the Queen's residence. There were hundreds of police 
keeping the road in order and opening passages for peers, members of 
hte House of Commons and members of the Household, who were privil- 
eged to pass the great railings that shut off the place. 

ROBERTS CAPTURED A KRRUPP GUN. 

London, March 8, 4.26 p.m.—Lord Roberts telegraphs that he has cap- 
tured a Krupp gun anda number of tents and wagons. ‘Phe general also- 
‘announces that Gen. Clements has occupied Norvalspont. 

THINK BOERS ARE DEMORALIZED, 

London, March 8.— Tho full extent of Lord Roberts’ success of yes- 
terday is not yet clear, bui the best informed peuple are satisfied that the 
Burghers will make no further stand ‘wept of the Free State capital, and 
some of them even deduct from the fact that the boer forces are divided 
and that demoralization has set in and that the Transvaal forces 
will now be found in carefully entrenched positiors north of the Vaal 
River, while the bulk of the ree Staters will abandon the contest and 
sus for peace. 

Elsewhere the news indicutes that the conditions continue bopeful from 
a British point of view, the telegrains from Mafeking alone showing any 
despondency.

wounded, Lieuts, Bailey, of the 12th Lancers, and DeCrespigny, of the 
Second Life Guards, both severely, and Lieut. Switih, of Lue Shropshires, 
who is believed lo have been picked up by a Boer ambulauce. Two men 
were killed, forty-six wounded, and one man is missing. Gatacre reports 
that he intends re-occupying Burghersdorp to-day. Repairs to the rail- 
Ways towards both Stormberg and Steynsberg ure being pushed. Clements 
now occupies Norvalspont, on the south bank of (he Orange River. ‘The 
bridge wos blown up March 6th, and the enemy are holding the north 
bank of the river, but not, it is Melieved, in any greal strength.

“Osfontein, March 7. — (4,30 
p.in.)—Our operations to-day prom- 
ise to be a great success.

They are being 
closely followed by cavalry, horse ar- 
tillery and mounted infantry, while 
‘Tucker's seventh division, Col. Ville’s 
ninth division and the Guards’ bri- 
wade, under Pole-Carew, are making 
their Way across the river at Pop- 
lur's Drift, where I propose to place 
my headquarters this evening. Our 
casualties will, I trust, be few, as 
the enemy were quite unprepared for 
being attacked by the flank, and hav- 
ing their communications with 
Bloemfontein threatened.”

that has not got proper clothing. 
Give my love to Harry Forward and 
tell himj I would like to have a real 
cigar. Mother you spoke about 
souvenirs, but mother there is lots 
of them, but we are in luck to carry 
our clothes. You have no idea how 
hot it is and we are on the march 
pretty, near, all the time, I will try 
and bring some thingy home myself. 
But you can't seare Mr. Boer. They 
are rather a fine body of men, at 
least mony of them, and they can 
fight a little. Now do not fret 
about me for I guess if any of the 
RC. R’s comes home I will be there. 
This is all I have to say. Give my 
love to grandfather and Mr. Bogert 
and all of my relatives. They have 
just brought! in a poor Cornwall sol- 
dier shot twice in the arm, so you 
can see the Boers are still alive. 

Yes, I saw the Rev. Mr. Powell 
and shook hands with him. He looks 
bad, poor fellow. I am now a mem- 
ber of the Y.M.C.A,, and they are a 
God-send to the poor soldiers.

1 CHEERING THE MEN WHO SAVED LADYSMITH. 

Durban, March 8.--The ade from Ladysmith arrived to-day 
in command of Capt. Lambeton. They numbered about 200 and were en- 
thusisatically received. ‘The railway station was lined with men from H. 
M.S. Terrible, and the meeting of comradey caused many touching 
scenes. When the gunners who played such an important part in the 
defence of Ladysmith marched down ‘the street, headed by the band and 
flags of the Terrible, and carrying the littered Union Jack from H.M.S. 
Powerful, which had flown throughout the siege of Ladysmith, the cheer- 
ing was tumultuous. ‘The crowd which assembled was of immense pro- 
portions. Lunch was prepared and served in a shed adjacent to the rail- 
way station, and the men a heartily. The wnajority of them looked well 
but showed signs of the rough work and fatigue they had undergone. 
Their uniforms bore many tokens of wear and tear. After lunch, headed 
by Capt. Peroy Scott, the naval commandant at Durban, the men march- 
ed to the p » of embarkment for Simonstown.

KRUGER SAYS ANOTHER MONTH WILL END THE WAR. 


Despatches from the Boer camp at Glencoe, via Lorenzo Marques, 
depict President Kruger as donning a bandolier, seizing a rifle and in- 
viting volunteers to accompany him as he wished to have a shot at 
the enemy himself. President Kruger is quoted as having declared 
iw his address to the troops that he did not know whether arbitration 
or intervention would end the struggle, but that it would end quickly, 
within the next month he strongly believed. In the meanwhile the 
British are pushing their advance, Lord Roberts has moved ten miles 
nearer Bloemfontein, evidently with the view of seizing and utilizing 
the railroud. With this he could reach the Free State capital in three 
cn four days and begin repairing the railroad southward to meet the, 
British advance from Cape Colony, which is expected to be hastened as 
soon as Gen. White takes control. The British occupied Jamestown un- 
opposed on Thursday, March 8th, and the Boers are reported ta be 
retreating beyond Aliwail North, so Cape Colony is practically clear of 
armed Boers. Reinforcements front Natal are going to Lord Roberts, 
Gen. Warren’s division of artillery huve been ordered to join the Com- 
monder-in-Chief, who is preparing for all eventualities in eluding 
desperate opposition to His crossing the Vaal River and the necessity of 
the siege of Pretoria. Thousands of natives are reported to be employed 
at the ~*Yrainsvial~cupital in the construction of defensive works, con- 
cerning which such secrecy is maintained (hat no one is allowed to walk 
or drive on the outskirts of the town.

WHITE HURT 
BY CRITICISMS. 


Attempts. t the War Office to Super- 
cede Him. 


London, Thursday, March 8.— Mr. 
Winston Churchill telegraphs the sub- 
stunce of an interview he has bad with 









Sic George White, who commanded the 
Ladysmith garrison. Gen. White said 
he might have held out until April 
2, but this would have involved the 
death of most of the native population 
by starvation, and of the sick from 
want of nourishment. Then he would 
have destroyed the stores and ammu- 
nition, and all who were fit to crawl 
five miles would have satlied forth to 
make a show of resistance and to 
avoid formal capilulatiun. He declar- 
ad he had always begged Gen. Buller 
not to hurry the relief operations, 
adding earnestly :— ‘ 

“It is not right to charge me with 
all the loss of life they ulved.” 

Mr Churchill say en. White 
spoke bitterly of heme criticisms, and 
of attempts at the War Office to su- 
persede him—attempts which Gen. 
Buller prevented from succeeding. In 
conclusion he exclaimed ;— 

“I regret Nicholson's nek; perhaps 
it was rash, but it was the only chance 
of striking a heavy blow. But I re- 
gret nothing else, I would deo it all 
over again.”

The World says that Baron Gevers, the new Minister from the Net- 
herlands, who will be officially presented to-day, gave out the follow- 
ing authorized interview: “The Boers are brothers of the Hollanders, 
and the two people are bound by the strongest ties of blood and inter- 
course. [I am not aware of any negotiations .between European powers 
working toward intervention, The state of affairs, unhappily, is sucht 
that in all probability it would be impossible for any European power 
to approach Great Britain without danger of rebuke. If some nation 
on terms of cordial intimacy were to begin the negotiations and open 
the way, I feel convinced that all Europe would further the plan.” 
BOBS' ADDRESS WILL SOON BE BLOEMFONTEIN, 

London, March 12.—At the present rate of progress Lord Roberts 
should be in Bloemfontein Wednesday, March 14, though all caleula- 
tions may be upset by the development of more strenuous resistance 
than the Boers have so far attempted. The distance between Lord 
Roberts and the Free State capital is now so small, only about 26 
miles, that it is apparent the Boers either contemplate making a de- 
termined stand on the outskirts of the town or for stragetic reasons best 
known to themselves are allowing Lord Roberts to ocewpy it after 
merely harassing lis advance. The numerical superiority of the Bri- 
tish troops leayes no doubt in the minds of the critics here that Lord 
Roberts will accomplish his temporary objective, the occupation of 
Bloemfontein. The Commander-in-Chief’s latest despatch, announcing 
that Gen. Gatacre is at Bethulie bridge, and the specials saying General 
Gatacre commands the bridge approaching, show the Boers in that 
vicinity to be between British forces, Asvagal Kop, where Lord Roberts 
sent his last cable message, being a hundred miles almost due north 
of Bethulie. Once the British were in possession of the railroad from 
Bethulie to Bloemfontein the junction at the Free State capital of Gen. 
Gataere and Roberts would be a matter of a very few days. Rumors 
of the relief of Mafeking continue to circulate but fail of any confirma- 
tion. From Natal and also from Cape Colony, where Gen. Kitchener's 
stern hand is upon the rebellion, there is no news of any importance.

leaf. Class legislation is the forma- 
tion of a trust withoul the usual com- 
bination of capital, but by the aid of 
statute law. 

The people of Quebec are, perhaps, 
more fettered in this respect than 
those of any other Proyince. Were al- 
most every conceivable trade or call- 
ing requiring skill is a close corpor- 
ation, Even barbers are piotected. 
An aspirant to the tonsorial art must 
serve years of apprenticeship with a 
duly qualified master. He must con- 
form to the rules of the Barbers’ Asso- 
ciation. He must poy large fees and 
pass an examination before a board 
of liberally paid examiners before he 
can practice the “profession” of a 
borber, €: 

In the Province of Ontario the 
Jawyer is protected, the doctor is pro- 
tected, the druggist is protected, the 
dentist is protected, the land survey- 
or is protected, the veterinary is pro- 
tected, and the members of each and 
every one of these protected Asso- 
ciations will tell you they are pro- 
tected for the protection of the rest 
of the community. 

There is no protection for the work- 
ingman or the farmer; like the ryot 
of India, or the fellahee of Egypt, 
they can labor to support these pro- 
hibilory and protected associations. 

We have now introduced in the 
Local Legislature, a bill for the pur- 
pose of protecting another class of 
people, so sinister in its effect and 
80 sweeping in its scope as to almost 
include all that has not been hereto- 
fore protected —“An Act respecting 
Civil Engineers.” “Under the pro- 
visions of sub-sec. “d," section 1, of 
the proposed ac® no person except a 
“Civil Engineer” may act in making 
“measurements for laying out, design-

“of canals, aqueducts, drains, harbors,

All graduates of our mining schools 
must article themselves and serve five 
years with some civil engineer. All 
graduates from the Military College 
or schools of practical science must 
serve under articles two years with a 
civil engineer whom such graduate is 
qualified to teach. 

Just fancy, Girouard, the hero of 
Egyptian railway building, Cartwright 
and other graduates from the Military 
some of whom are amongst 
the beat engineers in the British army, 
being compelled, should they return 
to this province, to serve 
under articles to some civil 
engineer, who never attended a uni- 
versity, who does nol possess a lib- 
eral education but whose only right to 
claim their servitude is by Statute. 
“On and after the first day of July 
“next no person shall be entitled 
“within the province of Ontario, to 
“use the title of civil engineer un- 
“lass such person is a corporate mem- 
“ber of the Socicty (uow seeking ‘leg- 
“jslation) or becomes such under the 
“provisions of this Act." See Sec- 
tion 2 of the proposed Act. 

Tt is provided that all engineers who 
hold certificates from outside coun- 


the fees. 

Should this bill become law, it can 
be seen at a glance what effect it 
would have upon our mining industry. 

Tn the first place, it would drive ev- 
ery mine superintendent, who could 
not pass his examination as a civil 
engineer, out of the province. 

It would drive every graduate from 
our mining schools and schools of 
Practical science out of the province 
as well as graduates of the Military 
College. 

Electrical plant is more or less re- 


there among the members of the Ca- 


nadian Society of Engineers who can 
erect an electrical plant or mining re- 


duction works? 

Nearly all students who enter the 
School of Mines, intending to take the 
degree of mining engiucer, are gradu- 
ates in Arts, for which they have 
taken a university course of four 
years at a cost of at least $1,200. 
Four years mining course will cost 
about $1,500 more, the vacation be- 
tween sessions is necessarily required 
to be occupied in mining work. After 
obtaining his degree, the graduate 
must have several years practical ex- 
perience before he becomes a capable 
mine superintendent, 

Thus after eight years of study at 
® cost of about $3,000, the graduate 
is required to serve five years with- 
out salary, some civil engineer, who 
knows not the first rudiments of min- 
ing and whom that graduate can 
teach all such knowledge as a mine 
manager requires to know. The effect 
of this statute will be to compel 
a graduate to throw away five years 
of precious time, the very years of 
his life which he should devote to 
applying the knowledge gained to 
practical mining and thus fitting him- 
self to get a living at the mining 
business, 

It this statute requires every civil 
engineer to take a course at our Min- 
ing Schools and take his degree, and 
also attend electrical institutions, 
like Edison's at Peterboro, and re- 
ceive their certificate as electrical en- 
gineer, there might be some force in 
this present application for legisla- 
tion, 

But what doe# any civil engineer 
know about building a stamp mill or 
cyanogen, or 


does he know about opening up and 
developing a mine? 

Students at a School of Mines are 
thoroughly ground in all engineering 
work pertaining to mining. Why re- 
quire them to waste so much time 
and burthen themselves with a fur- 
ther knowledge of a profession for 
which they have no use ¢ 

The Society of Civil Engineers is not 
protec(®d by Statute either in Great 
Britain nor in the United States, and 
yet, amongut the English and Ameri- 


can Engineers are the best in the 
world, 
English and American capitalists 


generally send their own men to han- 
die their capital, to open and develop 
their mines and erect their 
What effect would this law, compel- 
ling the money to be expended under 
the supervision of inexperienced local 
engineers, have upon foreign capital 
coming to this country ? 

The fact is, the civil enginecring 
profession is full to overflowing and 
the proposed legislation is designed to 
compel the servitude of a large class 
of our young men from two to five 
years without to levy a 
tax upon the various mechanical in- 
dustries of our land, 
prospered so far without thia species 
of class legislation, and should the 
members of our legislature be cozened 
inot passing the same, the farmers 
and the reat of the industrial com- 
munity will surely bring them to ac- 
count,

He excused Mr. Bourassa’s 
actions because he was at an age 
When cherished theories were clung 
to and practical realities made light 
of. Mr, Bourassa’s amendment had 
to be swallowed or rejected as a 
Whole. ‘he Premier did not find 
fault with the principle of the mo- 
tion, but he could not agree with the 
wording. He challenged its oppor- 
tunity or raison d'etre, he would op- 
pose it because of the arguments used 
to support it. He quoted Todd to 
prove that the Government had not 
violated the principle laid down in 
the motion, and that it was not poli- 
tic to restrain the Government from 
ever spending money without the 
sanction of Parliament. 

Pablic Opinions With Tr, 

In the matter in hand the Goyern- 
mient knew public opinion was with 
them. What would haye happened 
had the Government failed to act 
when public opinion was so strenu- 
ously expressed? asked Sir Wilfrid. 
A dissension would have taken place 
in Canada on racial lines, than which 
a greater calamity could not occur. 
Then in an impassionate outburst of 
oratory Sir Wilfrid declared he had 
given his life to unite the yarying 
elements in Canada, and his friends 
and his party might desert him, but 
“meyer shall I deviate from that line 
of conduct." (Applause.) , 

Neorer Was a Jaster War, 

Sir Wilfrid made another hit when, 
in discussing the Transvaal war, he 
exclaimed, “for my own part, I am 
of the opinion there neyer was a 
juster war on the part of England,” 
(Cheers.) In proof of his conviction 
he showed that Kruger had really in- 
vited the foreign element to settle in 
the Transvaal. By a few interesting 
statistics he demonstrated that the 
taxation per head in the Transvaal 
was $100, in the United States $7, 
In England $12, and in France $20. 
Here was the Ulitland population 
made to bear the whole taxation, 
yet given no representation in the 
Legislature of the country. 

It was evident that England's quar- 
rel was just, hence Canada had 
thought it her duty to send a con- 
tingent and rely upon Parliament to 
ratify her action, He denied that the 
Government had pledged the future of 
Canada, but he could say that Wf in 
future Wars the will of the people of 
Canada was to aid the Mother Coun- 
try, then “‘the people of Canada will 
have to have their way." (Cheers,) 

“Call ws to Your Councils" 

There was no occasion to discuss 
the future, but if the doctrine that 
Canada should aid in all Bogland’s 
Wars Were admitted then Canada 
would have to say to England, “‘If 
you want us to help you, call us to 
your Councils,”’  (Cheers.)

the Fenian Raid, says that he was 
one of the first to step in the ranks 
as a private in the year 1893, At 


the time of the call to the front he 


and his late brother, Harry, were 


keeping store in Rednersville, They 
pul up the shutters, locked the door 
and handed the key Lo the landlord of 
the hotel, having no relations out 
here at that time, and on the 3rd day 
of June, 1866, both went with Captain 
William Anderson's Company to King- 
ston, at which time he was promoted 
to the rank of sergeant, On the 18th 
day of June, 1883, he was appointed 
first lieutenant, and upon the retire- 
ment of Captain James Benson, Lieut. 
A. R. Ashton took command of No, 6 
Company, 16th Battalion, holding that 
command for nine years. 

On the return of the Midland Batta- 
lion, after the success attending our 
arms in the North-West on the close 
of the Rebellion, he acted as principal 
officer to the escort of the wounded, 


‘and received the encomiums of his su- 


perior officers for services rendered 
on that memorable occasion. 

In 1897 ‘he served as paymaster to 
the same Regiment, retiring from the 
force the following year, having serv- 
ed thirty-four years and six months, 
during which time the 16th Battal- 
ion was never out without him. He 
had the honor of serving under three 
different colonels, viz., the late la- 
mented Col. Ross, the much respected 
Gol. Bogjand the present Col.McDonell. 
He also drilled with three diffcrent 
regulation stand of arms. His only 
regret is that he is not young enough 
so serve his Queen and country thir- 
ty-four and a balf years more.

What is a Kopje ? 


Col, Sam Hughes, in a letter to his old 
friends in Lindsay, and published in the 
A kopje ! what is it? 
Well, pile allthe big rocks in Victoria 
Country, from tho size of a washtub to as 
large as a small house loosely in ono he: 
say acouple of miles, irregularly, long 
and from two hundred to twelve hundred 
feet high, so steep that one cannot climb 
up in less than half to three quarters of

Bloemfontein, Tuesday, March 13.—As Lord Roberts was being conduct- 
ed to the town to-day by the deputation of officers which had gone out to 
meet him, he was greeted by great crowds of people cheering and waving 
handkerchiefs and displaying the utmost enthusinsm and cordiality. Lord

Then that portion of the trodps necessary to man the 
heights began to march through the town amid the cheers of the peo- 
ple. When the batteries passed, the contrast between the well-fed citi- 
zens und exhausted and worked-out gunners, who sat on their horses with- 
out a sign of emotion, was most striking. By this time the plain outside 
the town was gradually filling with infantry regments and immense 
transport convoys, which seemed to overrun the ground like water. Grad- 
ually out of the chaos there emerged each brigade and transport, and it 
got itself in ils proper position in long, straight lines. Miles in extent, 
from the higher kopje near the town to far beyond could be seen a long 
yellow serpent representing regiment after regiment of khaki-clad 
troops marching on (he town. Gen. Joubert was expected here early in 
the morning, but the blowing up of the line north of the town prevented 
his coming. He remained at Brandfort with 2,000 Natalers. Gen. Pret- 
tyman is succeeding admirably as Governor of the town. He issued a 
proclamation to-day requesting all the burghers within a radius of 10 
miles to give up their arms, assuring them that they would be paid for 
any confiscation of their property. Lord Roberts is about to issue fresh 
proclamations which, it is believed, will have the effect of disarming 
further opposition upon the part of the Free Staters’ Mr. Collings has 
been appointed Landdrost, vice Pappenbur, deposed, and Mr. Kraser will 
act as Mayor. Great quantities of stores, eaptured at Wassenfual, have 
been received. Rumors ore current that former President Steyn is will- 
ing to surrender. Much unrest exists among the Dutch population. The 
burghers described the soldiers as locusts, saying they were innumerable 
and of identical color with them. 
GREAT REJOICING AT CAPE TOWN. 

Cape Town, March 16.—Thereé was great rejoicing throughout the colony 
upon the receipt of news that Bloemfontein had been occupied by the 
British. ‘The first information of the fact was gained by Port Eliza- 
beth firing off 21 guns at 11 o'clock in the evening. The inhabitants 
hastened to the street and carried the Mayor on their shoulders to the 
Town Hall, where a demonstration was made. To-day will be observed 
as a general holiday. There is great rejoicing at Bloemfontein, where 
the women and children have been shut off for months. Great com- 
plaint is made of the harsh treatment by the Boers during their oc- 
cupation. Rebels are coming in daily with their arms from the South. 
A number of the Rebel leaders have been arrested. 

e CECIL RHODES SPEAKS PLAINLY. 

Cape Town, Thursday, March 15.—In an interview published in the Cape 
Argus, Mr, Cecit Rhodes is quoted as saying: “I feel strongly that we 
cannot have peuce in South Africa so long as we have in the Republics 
a sa ing ground for disloyalty and disaffection. To go further, I do 
not think we can safely federate till we have had some years of Crown 
Colony Government. Personally, I have done with the Bund.” 

BRITAIN IS WAITING PATIENTLY. 

London, March 16.—Lord Roberts’ success in handling the civil pro- 
blem at Bloemfontein and the manifest equanimity with which resi- 
dents of the Capital of the Orange Free State accept the British occupa- 
tion, momentarily eclipse in England the military sun. Lt is believed 
here the Commander-in-Chief of the British forces in South Africa will 
push on to Pretoria, but Great Br itain is quite content to listen for a 
few days to the acclamations of the people of Bloemfontein and permit 
the troops to enjoy a few days rest before expecting further successes,

the Royal Military College at King- 
ston, which was given on Monday 
last al Toronto before the members 


of the Canddian Military Institute, It 
was o masterly review of the strat- 
egy und tactics of the present cam- 
paign in South Africa, the lessons to 
be learned from the military opera- 
tions were clearly portrayed, and a 
number of valuable conclusions of im- 
portance to the soldiers of to-day were 
outlined, The following are a few of 
the many points broughi out by Col, 
Kitson ; 

The war had shown the vast im- 
provements in modern firearms, by 
which the assailants’ task was ren- 
dered much more difficult. than be- 
fore. The rifle, with its Increased 
power, tow trajectory, small calibre 
and smokelessness, wus a terrible 
weapon, aud its efficiency was high- 
ly increased in the hands of a shelt- 
ered foe. The general effect of thesc 
improyements was to be seen in the 
results of the operations of this cam- 
paign. It was now absolutely im- 
possible to make any satisfactory re- 
connaissance, as the enemy was al- 
ways enabled to so alter its forma- 
tions as to render any preconcerted 
scheme of attack impracticable. The 
officer directing operations was un- 
able to get far enough up to the front 
and the delegation of the command 
had become an absolute necessity. 
When this was in operation all details 
were left-to the subordinate officers 
wha were on the spot. The value of 
the spade had been taught by the 
Boers, They were enabled to entrench 
themselves so strongly as to render 
fulile the ordinary plans of attack. 
Th® course Of Gen. Methuen had shoWn 
that superiorify ip numbers was es- 
sential to remove a well-entrenched 
foe, and this could succeed only when 
transport arrangements were effici- 
ently organized, 

Gen. Buller, said Col. Kitson, recom- 
mended before leaving Cape Town 
that Ladysmith be abandoned, but his 
advice was not followed, He then 
went into Natal and did his best to re- 
lieve Ladysmith. His efforts were no- 
thing more than reconnaissances in 
force, but he had always protected his 
line of communication, and when com- 
pelled to retire had covered his re- 
treat most successfully, The impres- 
sion to be conveyed was that Buller 
was marvellously successful in hand- 
ling his men. He had extraordinary 
confidence in them, and they had ex~- 
traordinary confidence in him. 

It was impossible for Gen. Buller to 
make the same campaign as Gen. Rob-, 
erts had done, as it was necessary for 
the former to save Cape Colony from 
invasion and also prevent an uprising 
of the Cape Dutch. Gen. Roberts 
sought the point of weakest resistance, 
and succeeded in currying it, aided by 
the transport arrangements of Gen. 
Kitchener, the world’s greatest mas- 
ter of transport, As for the various 
branches of the service, Col. Kitson 
expressed the opinion that the grand

This was brought 
to the notice of the President, who 
did not know much about marmalade, 
and he gave instructions to buy up all 
the marmalade there was for the offi- 
cers, and let them have it, so that, 
he said, “the world could see that we 
are a Civilized natiov.” The result is 
a dearth of marmalade in Pretoria. 

British Pluck 

Mr. Erie Walker, of Handsworth, 
has received from Maritzberg a letter 
from his brother, froin which the fol- 
lowing extracts are made ;—"No sol- 
diers could be more determined and 
plucky than the gallant rank and file 
of the British army out here at pre- 
sent.

A REMARKABLE STORY. 


A Sample of the Stories Published 
by Mr. Stead in His New 
Periodical. 


War against War in South Africa 
is a curious penny periodical publish- 
ed in London. Its editor is W. T.

Legislature—the first year by u ma- 
jority of 210, next elected by 780 ma- 
jority, the next Parliament by accla- 
mation, was defeated in 1896 by a 
small major owing to the Patron 
combination. He has been urged to 
be a candidate since, but declined, He 
was always an active member and 
soon took a position on the front ben- 
ches. He was President of B. & N.H. 
R. R. three years, He was appointed 
Government Valuator in 1852; he was 
census commissioner in 1870; he was 
commissioner to investigate the Wel- 
land canal enlargement; he was alsa 
commissioner for the Carillon and 
Grenville canal; be was president of 
the Seott Act Association; president 
of Madoc Bible Society for 30 years, 
and is president now; a Sabbath 
school superintendent for the last 33 
years , is un elder in St. Peter's (Pres.) 
church, Madoc; has’ been for years 
agent for the Freehold L. & S. Co., 
and is still; he is agent also for Can+ 
ada Landed and National Investment 
Coy. s been tively engaged 
in the grain trade and is still; is one 
of a company owning North Hastings 
Warehouses at Madoc village and full 
owner of elevator at Eldoradd on the 
Cen. Ont, Railway; has always been an 
active business man, and is still a 
large operator in grain.

The deceased, at the time of his 
death, was visiting his daughter, Mrs. 
James W. Davis, who with her hus- 
band and family reside in the 6th con- 
cession of the township of Sidney. 
He had for some time previous been 
with his daughter, Mrs. Robt. Clapp, 
who resides on Yeomans street, in this 
city. On Saturday last Mr. Snider ap- 
peared Lo be unusually well, and in the 
evening was assisting ‘in doing some 
work about the place.

It is 
impossible to judge of the extent to 
which the Boer forces haye been de- 
pleted by desertion, owing to the dis- 
couragement of the burghers over 
their defeats, but they must have been 
weakened very much. The knowledge 
conveyed by Lord Salisbury’s reply- 
to the Kruger-Steyn peace proposal, 
that no peace is possible on the basis 
of independence, will probably 
strengthen the hold of the Boer lead~ 
ers upon their men somewhat, but it 
is quite likely that the most the 
Boers will be able to do after harass- 
ing the British advance, will be to 
garrison Pretoria and sustaina siege 
Even with this prospect, the mere ex- 
tent of country to be covered by the 
British army must prolong the war 
for at least three months more, and 
six months is not an unreasonable 
time to fix for the subjugation of the 
‘Transyaa).

But I am now to tell 
you that industry is just as import- 
ant for a woman's safety and hap- 
piness. The most unhappy women in 
our communities to-day are those 
who have no engagements to call 
them up in the morning, who once 
haying risen and breakfasted lounge 
through the dull forenoon in slippers 
down at the heel and with dishevel- 
ed hair, reading the last novel, and 
who, having dragged through a 
wretched forenoon and taken their af- 
ternoon sleep and having passed an 
hour and a half at their toilet, pick 
up their cardcase and go out to make 
calls, and who pass their evenings 
waiting for somebody to come in and 
break up the monotony. Arabella 
Stuart never was imprisoned in so 
dark a dungeon as that. 

There is no happiness in an idle 
woman. It may be with hand, it 
may be With brain, it may be with 
foot, but work she must or be 
wretched forever. The little girls 
of our families must be started witb 
that idea. The curse of American 
society is that our young women are 
taught that the first, second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, tenth, 
fiftieth, thousandth thing in life is 
to get somebody to take care of 
them. Instead of that the first les~ 
son should be how under God they 
may take care of themselves. The 
simple fact is that a majority of 
them do have to take care of them- 
selves and that, too, after having 
through the false notions of their 
parents wasted the years in which 
they ought to have learned how suc- 
cessfully to maintain themselves. 
We now and here declare the inhum- 
anity, cruelty and outrage of that 
father and mother who pass their 
daughters into womanhood having 
given them no facility for earning 
their livelihood. iJ

Tholr Magatfloont aud Reckless Courage 
at Paardeberg Desoribed, 





London, March 20, — Letters des- 
cribing the surrender of Cronje at 
Paardeberg on Peb, 26, in which the 
Royal Canadian Regiment took suck 
an active part, are arriving from the 
war correspondents of the London pa- 
pers.

LONDON’S SUMMARY OF THE WAR. 

London, March 21.—The only news from South Africa showing activity 
on either side comes from Warren ton, north of Kimberley, where de- 
sultory fighting occurred all day Sunday, resulting in the retreat of 
the Boers towards Christiana, under shell fire. The progress of the 
column towards Mafeking has either almost entirely ceased or is for- 
bidden to be mentioned in despatches, nothing new comes from Colonel 
Plumer and Mafeking apparently still awaits relief, The Pretoria ac- 
count of the skirmish at Fourteen Streams on March 16, says that a 
Boer commando was preparing to destroy a railroad bridge, and that 
the engagement lasted half an hour, with the result that one Burg- 
her was slightly wounded. The sime despatch announces the arrival 
at the Transvaal capital of Gen, Schalkburger from Natal. The second 
edition of the Times to-day publishes a despatch from Bloemfontein, 
dated Monday, March 19, which says: ‘The blowing up! of bridges by 
the Boers is an evident sign that the Transvaalers intend to abandon 
the defence of the Fre State. All is quiet in the south and west. A 
corps of young Boers from the farms surrounding Bloemfontein, un- 
der an imperial officer has been detailed for police work and to pre- 
vent the further looting of abandoned farms by the Kaffirs.

IT hear from all this land the 
wail of womanhood, Man has noth- 
ing to answer to that wail but flat- 
teries. He says she is an\ angel. She 
is not. She knows she is not. She 
is a human being who gets hungry 
when she has no food and cold whe 
she has no fire. Give her no more 
flatteries. Give her justice. Oh, the 
thousands of sewing girls! Across 
the sunlight comes their death groan. 
It is not such a cry as comes from 
those who are suddenly hurled out 
of life, but a slow, grinding, horrible 
wasting away. Gather them before 
you, look into their faces, pinched, 
ghastly, hunger struck. Look at 
their fingers, needle pricked and 
blood tipped. See that premature 
stoop in the shoulders. Hear that 
dry, hacking, merciless cough. At a 
large meeting of these women held in 
Philadelphia grand speeches were de- 
livered, but a neddle woman took the 
stand, threw aside her faded shawl 
and with her shriveled arm hurled a 
very thunderbolt of eloquence, speak- 
ing out the horrors of her own ex- 
perience. ; t 
Years ago, one Sabbath night in 
the vestibule of our church, after ser- 
vice, a woman fell in convulsions. 
The doctor said she needed medicine 
mot so much as something to eat. As 
she began to revive in her delirium 
she said gaspingly: “Eight cents! I 
wish) I could get it done. I am_ so 
tired. I wish T could get’ some sleep, 
but I must get it done. Eight cents! 
Eight cents!” We found afterwards 
that she was making garments for B 
cents'a peice and that she could make 
























but three of them a day. Hear it! 
Th times eight are 24, Hoar it! 
men and women who have comfort- 
able homes! Some of the worst vil- 


lians of our cities are the employers 








of these women. ‘They beat them 
down to the last penny and try to 
cheat them out of that. The women 
must deposit a dollar or two before 
she gets the garments to work on. 
When the work is done it is sharply 





inspected, the most insignificant flaws 
picked out and the wages refused and 
sometimes the dollar deposited not 
given back. The Women’s Protective 
union reports a case where one of the

COL. BODLE HAS SOME SHARP WORK. 

Lobatsi, Friday, March 16.—The Boers, under Commandant Snyman, 
are adyancing in force from Mafeking towards Lobutsi. Col, Bodle 
made a reconnaissance on March 18 and found Pitsani and Bothlugo 
occupied by the Boers. He returned to Goode Siding and made a de- 
monstration on March 14. He found the Boers in strength at a shanp 
curve in the railway. They had mounted a gun on the line and were 
lying in wait for the construction train, Brisk firing occurred a few 
miles south of Lobatsi on the morning of the 15th. ‘The Boers Maxim 
was freely used. Col. Bodle came in touch with the Boers just in time 
to prevent the camp from being surprised. The Boers attacked the 
advance party and captured a few boxes of ammunition and nearly se- 
cured a Maxim, Lieut, Tyler was killed and Lieut. Chapman captured, 
Col. Bodle, coming up, put the Boers to flight with heavy loss. The 
Boers yesterday were within a few miles of Lohatsi. Yesterday after- 
noon the Boers pressed closely on Col. Plumer’s main camp and kept up 
a hot fire with a Muxim, killing one white man and one native. They 
placed the Maxim and a twelve and a half pounder on a hill on’ the east 
side of the line four thousand yards from the camp. The British 
right is protected by Chief Batheen, who has warned the Boers not to 
enter his territory. Col. Plumer’s present endeavor is to insure the 
safety of the railway north of Lobatsi and to watch well the left flank. 
It is probable that before the Boers retire towards Pretoria they will 
iackle-the Rhodesiens-in—force. It-is-reported that the Burghers are 
abandoning the environs of Mafeking, leaving only a sufficient num- 
ber of artilleryists to mantle big guns. There are none at Ramath,

It was mado of sun-driel brick, 
with tho huge ant hills of che country in- 
verted and cemented on for pote, the 
wholo whitewashed and the proud house 
wife says thoreis no better stove in all 
thab country. The cooking must of ne- 
ceasity be very simple, In Mra, Bird's 
household was always a little Huglish tea, 
but salt is a coinmodity rare and expen- 
sive, An ordinary oupful is worth 20 
cents, for it hvs to be brought all tho way 
from the coast, Theao people haye no 
money.

It is made clear that the 
cost of membership in the Associa- 
tion is $2, which must be sent on 
application, No further charge is 
made till a position is secured for the 
applicant, when she is required to 
have over 10 per cent. of her first 
month's salary. The other docu- 
ment is the application for member- 
ship in the society, which consists of 
blanks to be filled in by the applicant, 
and is supposed to be forwarded 
with the necessary $2.

low the man 
who embraces it id his rule 
of life the indulge of his passions, 
the I will grant that the Boer is a 
religious being. But as we under- 
stand religion and Christianity, the 
Boer is altogether irreligious and 
unchristian. 

I might quote scores of instances 
to show you the sort of religion the 
Boers: have. It has been a favorite 
pastime with them to shoot natives. 
It may be that they believe th 
selves to be the chosen people of God, 
and that the black 1 is given to 
them aon inheritance; that he is 
their property, and that they have 
full power over him, body and woul. 
any rate they seem to act toward 
poor blacks on that assumption. 
The Boer is a rather dilapidated 
looking individual at the best of 
times, He has never used a zor 
and to look at his fe 
y he has never washed in his 
life. I have on yarious occasions 
seen him make the attempt, but it 
has always been a failure. He hates 
wa like the proverbial cat, and the 
only bath he is treated ta the year 
round is the ifivoluntary one when 
a soaking thunder-storm drenches 
him, or he happens to fall into the 
river, When the Boers retire, 
whether to sleep on the ground or 
on their beds, their clothes remain 
en them, and it is reported on good 
authority that they never change 
their clothes from the time they put 
them on until they are worn out. 
I have not been among them suffi- 
ciently to state that that is positively 
true, but it has been told tof me by 
those who should know. | [In conclu- 
sion, let me say that after having 
lived amongst these people four and 
a half years, having practised medi- 
cine amongst them, visiting them in 
their homes, and having felt and 
known something of the throbbings 
and groanings of South Africa after 
liberty, T camnot but feel an intense 
personal interest in the tremendous 
struggle now going on—one of the 
greatest struggles of the present 
century. It is nat ‘a conflict{ of Bri- 
tain for gold. It has never been 
the practice of Britain, and never 
will, 1 hope, be her practice, to fight 
for gold or for the glory of arms, 
But at the present moment all eyes, 
from Canada to Australia, and from 
India to Egypt, are turned upon 
South Afrioa, and all are looking 
with anxious expectation for the re- 
sult. What will it be? There can

Of Last Month Compared with Febru- 
ary, 1899. 

The monthly health report for the 
Province of Ontario for the month 
of February has been prepared. It 
shows the total number of deaths 
from all chuses to be 1,956, as against 
2,568 the year previous. Consump- 
tion carried off 183 people, while in 
February, 1899, 215 deatns were re- 
corded from this disease. Last. 
month there were 14 deaths from 
scarlatina, 39 from diptheria, 5 from 
measles, 3-from*whooping cough, and 
13 from typhoid fever. For February, 
last year, these were the figures :— 
Secarlatina 32, diptheria 35, measles 
2, whooping cough 3, typhoid fever 16. 

In Belleville there was a decrease 
in February, this year, the number 
being 14 as compared with 17 in the 
year 1899.

The twenty-one mumicipal works, 
with a capital of just under £3,- 
500,000, produced 26,460,212 units of 
electricity, at a cost of 3,168, or 
1.87d per unit, or 84d per unit less 
than the companies’ cost. 

Tie Average charge’ made by the 
twenty-one companies {to private 

4 was 6 l-2d per unit, while 

charge made by the 

municipalities to pri- 

vate consumers was only 4 1-2d per 

unit, or Jd per unit lower than the 
companies’ average price. 

It should be noticed that the chief 
companies work in what should be 
the most profitable field—London— 
and what the prosperous compan 
of Liverpool, Leeds, Sheffield x 
Birmingham, now bought up, are 
included, while several large com- 
panies which are in low water are 
excluded. Still, the comparison 
demonstrates that, judged from an 
industrial and trading standard, 
municipal control compares well 

with private management. 
| On the question of profits it 
Would naturally be expected that 
on account of the lower charges the 
municipal works could hardly show 
so good a return as the companies, 
but on carefully averaging the fig- 
ure I find that the profit of the 
compasiies (caloulated before charg- 
ing the revenues with interest and 
depreciation sums) amounted to 
slightly under 71-2 per cent. on 
the mean capital, while the profit 
on the municipal capital amounted 
fo just over 71-4 per cent.

stead. There must be no temporis- 
ing with Mr. Paul Kroger. He has 
shown his real character, his deadly 
hostility to the British too plainly to 
admit of any doubt as to his unfitness 
to govern. He has played the part of 
a despot, and the interests of civiliz- 
ation, as well as the highest interests 
of the Boers themselves, demand that 
the oligarchy which he has set up in 
South Africa shall be supplanted by 
a better and purer and more modern 
form of government. 
Canada feels a deep interest in this 
matter. We have sent our men to 
fight and die for the Empire, and 
to that extent this war is ours. We 
are concerned in the issue of the con- 
test to the degree that we are concern- 
ed in the prestige and progress of the 
Mother Country. If a mistake i8 
made again in South Africa it will be 
Jittle short of an imperial calamity. 
To break the power of Kruger is cost- 
ing Great Britain and her colonies too 
much in treasure and blood to make 
the final settlement a matter respect 
ing which Canada cannot but feel the 
deepest possible interest. We want 
the terms to be broad, generous and 
humane, says a contemporary, leav- 
ing no doubt, however, as to the abso- 
Jute supremacy, now and for all time, 
of the British crown, The peace of 
the world may hang upon it. There 
is room in South Africa for the build- 
ing up of a British dependency on the 
lines of this Dominion, and such a de- 
pendency would probably best suit the 
various elements of which it would 
necessarily be composed. But Kruger 
must be out of it, and the Kruger pol- 
icy must receive its death blow.

Montreal, March 25.—The Montreal 
Rolling Mills Company's main building at 
Ste, Cunegonde, just outside the city 
limits, was completely destroyed by fire 
last evening. 

When the Montreal firemen arrived the 
mill was in flames. Tho building, nearly 
a hundred yards square, was like a roar- 
ing furnace. 

Thy Sre, Cunegonde and St. Henri firo- 
men, Assisted by tho Montreal firemen, 
worked hard, and succeeded in confining 
the flames tothe mill, saving nail factory, 
storehoure, engino-house, and other build- 
ings.

LONDON'S SUM MARY, OF THE WAR, 

London, March 27,—Reconnoissances of slight

spatch from Bloemfontein, dated Monday, March 26, and published in 
the second edition of the Times, am plifies Roberts’ as 
follows: “A cavalry reconnoissance was made yesterday towards Brand- 
fort. Whe Sixteenth Lancers, by skirmishing, drew the Boers from 
their positions into the open, when the Ninth Lancers attempted to out- 
flank the enemy while they were engaged from the front by a 
mounted section of the Sixteenth Lancers. Our casualties are

BOERS WOULD RATHER PLOUGH THAN FIGHT. 

A despatch from Maseru, Basutoland, dated March 26, says: “The Bas- 
utoland Government is busy collecting natives to be:employed Bloem- 
fontein in repairing and laying railroad, ,The natives report that the 
Free Staters on the border of Basutoland have refused to go to Kroon- 
stadt and are staying on their fa'rms. It is now the ploughing season 
and they are inclined to keep their land imd submit rather than give

Boer reports from Natal show no developments of importance have oc- 
curred there up to March 23rd. A despatch from the Boer camp at 
Glencoe, dated March 23, 8: “No attack is expected to be made on the 
Boer forces in Natal.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ DAY. 


Questions and Their Various Answers 
Took Up Most of the Time—Te Shorten 
Speeches—Trausportatiou Debate. 


Ottawa, March 29.—Private mem- 
bers owned the time of the House 
yesterday afternoon, and used it to 
ask numerous questions of the Goy- 
ernment. 

Anawers to Questions 

On June 23, 1896, there were 14 
members of the Government receiving 
in the aggregate $95,000 in salaries. 
The present Government consists of 
14 members, receiving $99,000 in 
salaries, 

* Major Guillet was told that the 
Government intended to introduce a 
bill to extend the privileges of banks. 

Col. Hughes was not among those 
officers recommended by the Militia 
Department for a position with 
Strathcona’s Horse. 

The royalties collected in the Yu- 
kon for the year ending June 80, 
1899, were $589,948, for six months 
ending Dec, 31, 1899, $202,260. The 
Canadian Bank of Commerce is the 
exclusive financial agents of the 
Government in the Yukon. Its com- 
pensation is in the discreticn of the 
Minister of Finance. Nothing has 
been paid the bank yet. 

Dr. Borden thinks that the Queen’s 
regulations will soon be so amended 
us to place officers of the militia in 
a more just and fair position as re- 
gards rank wich Imperial officers, 
and those lent to Canada. 

There are now 16,968 Snider rifles 
used by rural battalions, but the 
Government does not intend to man- 
ufacture any more. 

No Canadian Natiding. 

No provision has been made in the 
estimates fer the erection of. Canad- 
ian Government building in connec- 
tion with the Pan-American Exhibi- 
tion in Buffalo, although the Goy- 
ernment has accepted an Invitation 
to be present and take part in the 
Exhibition, 

The Postmaster-General has been 
cobsidering the advisability of intro- 
ducing Government life insurance an- 
yuitics into the Department, but no 
legislation in this regard will 
brought in this session, 

The voters’ lists of East York are 
now in the printer's hands. 

The Government has to date spent 
$9,809 in procuring the provincial 
electoral lists, and $17,000 if print- 
ing them,

London Coster Preached on Gras Pan's

London, March 14.—Much has been 
written of the part played in the 
South African war by the religious 
spirit, and of the religious feeling with 
which the Boer goes into battle.
